BREACHES OF THE RATS 
ORDINANCE, 
‘Star’ Ferry Company's Difficulty. 

Tt having come to the knowledge of the 
Police that the regulations made in Marel 
last for the provention of rats getting on, 
bonrd or leaving ships while at wharves ie 
the Colony wero being totally disregarded 
in some quarters, instructions were iryued 
tho other day that these wero ta be rigidly 
enforeed, and the result has been that al- 
ready over dozen summonses have been % 
issued. Tho first butch of cases was heard 
to-day, before Mr F. A. Hlazeland, Ser- 
geant O'Sullivan (No, 27) prosecuting. 

In tho first case, the coxsmain of the 
‘Star’ Ferry Company's ferry launch Nor- 
thern Star was chaired with committing a 
brench of the Régulations made hy the 
Officer Adwinistoring the Government in 
Couneil, on Lith March, 1992, under the 
provisions of the Rats Ordinance, 1802, ac” 
the Company's wharves at Kuwloon, 

He pleaded wot guilty. 

Mer Robertson, superintendent engiacer 
of the Company, said the Company was: 
totally unaware thar the wow Rogulations 
reforred to the Company's launches plyiny 
within the Harbour limits. ‘They thought 
they only appliod to steamers and suiling © 
ships. The ropes attaching the launches to 
the wharf were only nbout three feet long,. 
and tho rat” preventers were ‘about two 
fuet, aud, when lying alongside tho ivharf, 
about bb fevt of the launch was touching, 
so that a rat could easily go ashore that 
way if it wanted to. :

An Imperial Tariff. | 

April 30.— Lord Brassey, in the course 
of an address at the Australian Club said 
that the coming ounference of Imperial 
Govermnent representatives and_ colonial 
Prenticrs would afford an exceptional op- 
portunity for testing the possibility ef an 
Tusperin] tariff. 7

Imperial Federation, Captain Mahan 
further stntes, is implied by the wother- 
Jand’s neceptance of some restraint of her 
control of foreign affairs, and the acceptance 
hy the colonies of a definite obligation to 
shave the Empire's burdens in the general 
defence. 

An Imperial Tariff. 

April 89.---Lord Brassey, in the course 
ofan addyess at the Austrulian Club suid 
that the coming conference of Imperial 
Government representatives and colonial 
Premiers would afford an exceptional op- 
portunity for testing the possibility of an 
Imperial tariff, 

Ho said that the time was ripe for closer 
union. ‘The people of Great Britain, he 
continued, were brimming over with grati- 
tude for ond admiration of. the ‘colonial 
nasistance thut had been rendered during 
the South African war. 

_ Lord Brassey advocated the granting of 
liberal subsidies to accelerate and cheapen 
communication with the colonies, and ho 
advised the creation of a naval force at the 
joint chorge of the motherland and the 
Commonwealth for service primarily in 
eojonial waters though availnblo for' service 
elsowhers.
